Judge Brown to seek a commis- 
sioner will try to find a depend- 
able and able man among the un- 
employed to handle the names and 
lists of worthy needy who seek 
work on the highways and other 
places. Each week it has been the 
custom to alternate shifts of men 
so that the work is divided be- 
tween as many as possible. If 
Crist and Bartholomew can find a 
suitable man he will be given 
work each week. In return for 
the steady labor he will handle the 
list of unemployed who are seek- 
ing work. 


WORK STEADILY 


That is, if a crew of 12 men 


goes out on Thursday morning he 
will be the twelfth. If 15 go out 
he will be the fifteenth, or any 
other figure that might be used.

filled with a lot of 'grief and 
tough, .luck' with no compensation 
allowed by law. The county has 
had two commissioners, Judge E. 
A. Brown and Rev. L. p. Young,

for the past two weeks . 


Mr. Shelby was a widely known 


man having served in public office 
for a number of years Alter re- 
tiring from actual duty he took up 
bis residence in Pickaway-twp. 


WIDOW, SON SURVIVE 


He was a native of Pickaway- 


twp, being born Oct. 5, 1867, a» son 
of David and Margaret Mason 
Shelby. Mr. Shelby was married 
on Nov. 19, 1891, to Catharine 
Weaver. His widow, with one son, 
David W. Shelby of Columbus, 
survives, besides two grandchil- 
dren, Linda Fay and David Shelby 
Jr.Two brothers, Edward Shelby of 
Columbus, and John Shelby of 
Oklahoma, also survive. 


He was a member of the Red 


Men's lodge in this city for many 
years. 


Mr. Shelby was a grandson of 


one of the pioneers of the Scioto 
Valley, David Shelby, who came to 
Chilhcothe with Gen. Nathaniel 
Massie in 1791. He located in 
Pickaway-twp, then a part of 
Ross-co, in 1800 and in 1809 was 
elected a member of the House of 
Representatives and served when 
the bill creating the county of 
Pickaway was brought up and 
passed. In 1812 the elder Mr. 
Shelby was elected senator from 
Pickaway-co and 
served 
eight 


years uf succession.
